DUBLIN, Dec, 26.—Eamon de Val- 
era, the fugitive leader of the Irish Re- 
publicans, today granted me an ex- 
clusive intervigw—the first since his 
disappearance on June 30 during the 
fighting in Dublin following the taking 
of the Four Courts building. 

It is impossible to divulge the place 
or circumstances connected with the 
interview, as Mr. de Valera is the most 
wanted man in Ireland. 

Mr. de Valera denied categorically 
that peace negotiations with the Free 
State were taking place. 

“Certain peace committees, like the 
Gaelic league and the Dublin corpora- 
tion, have been formed,” he said. 
“They communicated with me, and I 
replied.” 

Reply to Peace Offer. 

He then showed me a letter in reply 
to the Dublin corporation's plea for 
peace. The epistie, which contained no 
hope for an immediate settlement, said: 

“A united Ireland could bring peace 
with almost any honorable policy, but 
whilst we are divided, only by a mir- 
acle can we achieve peace by any 
policy.”

Valera then went on to say: 
constitutional Republican ft 
against the tinlawful exercise of force 
by the executives. The Repubifcane’. 
aim is, if possible, to preserve the re- 
public and the independence and in- 
tegrity of Ireland, but at any rate to 
make it certain that when the Irish 
‘people make a decision at the next 
election the disestablishment of the 
republic will not be presented to them 
as a fait accompli. 


Part of Britain. 


“The position of the Free State gov- 
ernment can be justified only from the 
viewpoint of those who when the re 
public was acknowledged by the ma- 
jority of the people continued to regard 
Ireland as a part of the British domain. 
This is apparently the attitude of many 
Irish bishops. 

“The government of which I am the 
head is a temporary and emergency 
government. It was set up by the 
deputies of the second Dail Bireann, 
which is the sovereign authority of 
the nation. We will surrender that 
authority when the second Dail is per- 
mitted to meet. The funds which the 
Free State is endeavoring to secure in 
America are the property of the re- 
public, and they can only be disposed 
of by the second Dail. 

“Our government has undertaken 
to reconstitute the state departments. 
Our task has been made so. difficult 


because our opponents contro] the 
press, but we are making headway rap- 
idly and we are confident that the peo- 
ple will rally to support the republic as 


before.”

Mr. de Valera then communicated 
to me a copy of his Christmas greet- 
ings to his army. They follow: 

“As we consecrate ourselves anew 
to the achievement of the independ- 
ence of our country an@ pray for our 
comrades who have fallen in the fight, 
let us bumbly beg God to so direct us 
that we may obtain a blessing for all 
our efforts and bring our harassed 
people the liber ty, peace, and' happi- 
ness which they deserve.”

Washington, D; C., Dec. 26—([Spe 
cial.}—Germany has suggested intor- 
mally that the-United States sound 
the European powers on their dispo- 
sition to enter into a four power pact 
to preserve the peace similar to the 
four power Pacific treaty. The four 
European powers would be Great Brit- 
ain, France, Italy, and Germany. 

Under the terms Great Britain, 
France, Italy, and Germany would 
enter into an agreement not to make 
war for a period of years, probably 
thirty. “he United States would not 
be a party to the-agreement and its 
connection would be merely that of 
intermediary. 

The proposed agreement would be 
particularly acceptable to Germany, 
inasmuch as it is calculated not only 
to give France guarantees against any 
possible aggression by Germany and 
thus would deprive her of a main argu- 
ment against a large standing army, 
but..would also guarantee Germany 
against further occupation of German 
territory.

await further action by Louisiana au- 
thorities. 


Denies Knowledge of. Slayings. 

Other than requesting the local au- 
thorities to arrest McKoin, there was 
nothing contained in Gov. Parker's 
telegram. It read: 

“Important. Arrest Dr. McKoin for 
murder. Hold him for Louisiana au- 
thorities.” 

Dr. McKoin denied knowledge of the 
killing of the two men. “ All I know,” 
he declared, “is that both men, who 
were killed were on the bad side—the 
side of bootleggers, gunmen and men 
who associated with Negro women.” 

The discovery of Dr. McKoin here 
and his subsequent arrest came about 
purely by accident. Word was re 
ceived here several days ago that Dr. 
McKoin was a student at Johns Hop- 
kins, and department of justice agents 
sought ‘to question him. However, 
university officials denied McKoin was 
registered as a post-graduate and stat- 
ed several letters had been received 
there for him, but, unable to locate 
him, the letters were turned over to 
| the postoffice as “ unknown.” 

No Attempt at Concealment. 

Early today a policeman was found 
on the water front unconscious. He 
Was removed to a hospital. When the 
hospital report reached police head- 
quarters, it was signed by Dr. McKoin. 
It was then that local newspaper men 


him. Up to that time the telegram 
from Gov. Parker asking for his ar- 
rest had not been received. Dr. Me- 
Koin spoke freely and insisted he was 
not a fugitive from justice, and that 
he had made no attempt to conceal his 
identity. 

He stated that he has been in Balti- 
more since Oct. 1, and had left Mer 
Rouge after an attempt had been made 
to assassinate him. 

Dr. McKoin insisted he was not a 
member of the Ku Kliu& Kian. He 
praised the organization, however, say- 
ing “the members did much to hold 
down bootlegging and immorality while 
I was mayor of Mer Rouge.” 

Asserts Lawlessness at Mer Rouge. 

He also stated that lawlessness was 
common at Mer Rouge dnd that he 
was among those who started to clean 
up the place. The result, he said, 
was a hard battle with bootleggers, 
moonshiners and men of bad repute. 

“Just before I left Mer Rouge a 
boy of good family was shot in the 
back. What did the sheriff and gov- 
ernor do? The case was dismissed 
after a jury filled with bootleggers and 
the vicious element declared the al- 
leged murderer innocent.

SENATOR BORAH’S 
SUGGESTION. 


Whatever may be thought of the timeliness of 
Senator Borah’s proposal that the President call 
another conference at Washington, it Geserves 

prompt and thorough consideration. It ought not to 
be confused with projects for political entangle- 
ments, especially the covenant of the league of na- 
tions. The league scheme was unacceptable for two 
conclusive reasons. It was a framework supporting 
the treaty of Versailles, an instrument which is 
unenforceable and if enforced would have ‘worked 
‘havee in Europe. It was also a political consti- 
tution which, in spite of the legal provision for 
withdrawal, would have involved the United States 
in precisely the permanent political alliance against 
which Washington and Jefferson wisely warned us. 

It is true the economic consequences of the war 

and the peace are inseparable from politica! forces 
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These are the conclusions of Dr. 
Blanche Sterling of the United States 
public health service. They are based on 
a study of many thousand school chil- 
|dren and are undertaken to find out 
the real degree of menace to a child of 
physical defects, and especially of under- 
nutrition. : 

The first stage of the development of 
knowledge consisted in examining large 
numbers of children for defects and un- 
dernourishment. 

Reports on these points rather appalled 
us. Reporters told us of 30 to 60 per 
cent of the school children being under- 
weight, according to the 7 per cent 
standard, or the Dumf scale. 

Other experts told us of 30 to 90 
|per cent of the children having physical 
defects, according to certain standards. 

The next step was in. connection with 
the question: Well, what of it?

Thetfe 
is not doubting that bob white is a fm- 
vorite, and every one would hate to 
see this confiding little fellow extermi- 
nated by excessive hunting. 

Here is a bird that is loved both by 
country dwellers and by those living 
in cities.
